Peter Bressler, a well to do 
farmer liv ing near Sterling, appeared at 
his office and demanded that he be taken 
at once to the penitentiary , bu t in asmu ch 
as the sheriff had no papers from any 
cou rt au thorizing him to do this be re­ 
fu sed. 
Many of ou r readers will remem­ 
ber the trial of the people v s. Peter Bress­ 
ler, abou t one y ear ago. 
Bressler was in­ 
dicted in Whiteside cou nty for the larceny 
of two notes, v alu ed at sev eral hu ndred 
dollars, the property of Adam Smith. 
Bressler claimed that he paid them while 
Smith declared that he stole them. 
The 
case was brou ght to this cou nty on a 
change of v enu e. C. J. Johnson, and 
other attorney s, defended and Walter 
Stager, of Sterling, and C. B. Morrison, 
of this city , prosecu ted. The case was 
closely fou ght on both sides, and mu ch 
interest manifested in it on accou nt of 
the standing of the parties inv olv ed. 
Bressler was conv icted after a long stru g­ 
gle. 
He then tookJbis case to the su preme 
cou rt and the decision of the lower cou rt 
was affirmed and a re hearing denied. 
When it was so reported Bressler at once 
came to Dix on and insisted that he shou ld 
be taken to prison, bu t ho had to remain 
here a week before the proper papers 
cou ld be procu red from the su preme 
cou rt; bu t, Anally , on Satu rday they ar 
riv ed, and the sheriff started with Bress 
ler and deliv ered his man to the warden 
of the penitentiary fat Joliet, where he 
was sentenced to a term of one y ear. 
Peter Bressler is an old resident of White 
side cou nty , & man atrou t fifty y ears of 
age, who has had a v aried ex perience, 
and at different times owned large landed 
interests and has been qu ite prominent 
in other wav s.

many . At half past sev en in the morn­ 
ing, su mmer and winter alike, he rises 
His toilet for the day is made at once, 
dressing-gown and slippers finding no 
place in the Imperial wardrobe. 
Break­ 
fast consists u su ally of coffee and toast, 
and while it is being disposed of two Im­ 
perial medical adv isers, Drs. Lenthold 
and Von Lau er call and carefu lly notice 
the Emperor's state of health. 
After 
breakfast be opens and reads his letters 
and clipping from the v ariou s newspapers 
which hav e been selected by his secreta­ 
ries and pasted on large sheets of paper. 
These du ties accu py his attention u ntil 
nine o’clock, when he begins to receiv e 
v isitors. 
These are mostly officers who 
report to him on bu siness matters, and 
two or three hou rs are u su ally spent thu s 
in consideration of civ il affairs. 
At noon 
he receiv es military officers, and the hou r 
from one to two is giv en to casu al v isitors 
who may be introdu ced. 
After a light 
lu ncli an hou r’s driv e is taken. 
At fou r 
o’clock the Emperor and Empress dine 
together and then the v eteran monarch 
goes to his library for a period—not of 
after-dinner dozing, bu t for hard work at 
his desk. At eight he goes to the theatre 
or opera, bu t seldom stay s to the end of 
the play , preferring to retu rn home in 
time for the family gathering abou t the 
tea-table at ten o’clock. 
An hou r later 
still he retires to sleep, and rests sou ndly 
u ntil half past sev en the nex t morning. 
This is his rou nd of daily life, which is 
v aried at only rare interv als on the occa­ 
sion of great cou rt festiv ities or the pres­ 
ence of illu striou s gu ests.—

He assured the 
men of his sym pathy in upholding their 
org anization in a lawful w ay, and of his 
belief th a t the idea of labor org anization 
was g ood, but strong ly announced his in­ 
tention to bring the whole power of the 
state to boar, if necessary, to suppress vio­ 
lence or transg ression of the law.

be furth er complicated, o r settlod according 
to the outcome of the attem pt. 
The m ana­ 
g ers of the various railw ays, as well as a 
com m ittee from the M erchants’ exchang *, 
called on tho g overnor, and represented tha 
case as a desperate one, and strong ly urg ed 
thnt he call out a strong force of m ilitia and 
suppress the strikers, b ut the g overnor 
stated positively th a t he would order no 
m ilitia there until every possible effort of 
tho sheriff had been m ade and failed to keep 
the peace. 
The strike in E ast St. Louis is 
having nioro effort upon th e city than can 
be imag ined. 
The entire coal supply of the 
city comes throug h the railw ay yards there, 
and the conseq uence is th a t m any m anufac­

".—Mr. Beecher took 
for his text Romans vid, 36-4W: 
“ Who shall separate us from the love of 
Christ? Shall tribulation, or distress, or per 
pocution, or famine, or nakedness, 
01* peril, or 
sword? 
**A» it is written for thy sake we are killed 
all the day long; we are accounted as sheep 
for the slaug hter. 
“Nay, in all these thing s we are more than 
conq uerors throug h him that loved ua 
“ For I am persuaded, that neither death, 
nor life, uor ang els, nor principalities, nor 
powers, nor thing s present, nor tiling s to 
come, 
“Nor heig ht, n o r depth, nor any othei 
creature, shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus oui 
Lord.” 
Not only is this a climax of emotio» and 
thoug ht, but it is a climax g rowing out of 
that which is in itself the mystery and ttao 
wonder of revelation. It is not strang e that 
when we are told that this whole physical 
g lobe has an architect, anil that it is wroug ht 
out with consummate skill, and that there is 
a g eneral providence that maintains law and 
throug h law maintains existence, and that 
there are g reat moral lines and distinction* 
by which men classify themselves as g ood or 
bad, and that there is a self-executing pen­ 
alty aiul a self-executing reward attached to 
the one side or the other, obedient or disobe­ 
dient—ail these thing s seem q uite rational 
We have a log ic that can hold them tog ether 
and appreciate their revelations* and on the 
whole be satisfied; but when it is told us that 
the central flame of the universe is love, and 
especially if we have been broug ht up as I was 
and many of you have been, to a conception 
of a sternly just king , who alternatively 
lends himself to love, but g overnmentally 
was bound to defend law and justice, and 
would make no allowance for sin except 
abandoned and repented of; to all that had 
lieen accustomed to think of love as a state of 
mind produced by something .that was lovely, 
the wonder of the world, and the wonder of 
the world to come, will be as of this world it 
s, that this declaration, made so wide, 
so various, so intensive, from the very 
lowest 
of 
the 
earth 
in 
ascension 
to 
the very topmost heaven, covering time and 
eternity—this declaration of the streng th of 
the love of God to man, not our love to God, 
but the love of God shown throug h Jesus 
Christ to us. It is certainly necessary, that 
is to say the state of tiling s in this world 
makes it of transcendant importance, that 
we should liavo this truth made known, if it 
be a truth. And to a reflecting mind, while 
the idea is beautiful, the difficulty is in recon­ 
ciling to ourselves the fact that there is such 
n central love and that the whole march of 
the universe is to the tune of love. 
It seems 
well nig h impossible to any man that thinks 
and observes. 
With tho exception of the Jewish relig ion 
I think that 1 may say without any dang er 
or without dang er of erring that there never 
has boon established a relig ious lielief in any 
nation, early or late, that had risen to any 
conception of tho nature of God. Nor, in the 
earlier p>riods, do I see very well how it could 
have been other than that, since man’s 
ideas of G<xl are not thrust into him a* 
arrows are shot into a mark, but they 
g row out of knowledg es 
that he 
has 
around about him, and he cannot know 
of God much faster than the knowledg e of 
moral relations, purity, nobility arc devel­ 
oped in this world. At any rate, all the g ods 
of antiq uity, of the most refined nations, are 
barbaric essentially; streaked, veined with 
those selfishnesses, and with pride, and with 
veng eful ness, that belong to the barbaric and 
savag e human nature. I do not recall one 
sing le one of all the mytholog ical hosts 
which represent central, disinterested, pure 
love. All the Grecian g ods had their favor­ 
ites, and to them benig n and protecting ; their 
enemies, and to them devilish. And the in­ 
terpretations even g iven to the God of the 
( hristian world have not been far removed; 
influenced, indeed, 1 believe, by these notions 
of the mytholog ical g od; we are taug ht 
loveliness, admire beauty, are 
011 tho whole in 
favor of virtue once in a while, like justice, 
but are after oil arbitrary, imperious, 
jjotie, easily 
irritated, 
requiring placa- 
tion, and 
placation oftentimes that is to 
be made by blood itself. So that in all the 
world there has grown up from nature 
but one religion that taug ht us at first with 
comparativ ely feeble v oice, but with grow­ 
ing « mph—fai through the ages, that God the

torments and bloodshed, and persecutions, 
and sickne« **, and ¡lestilences, and earth­ 
q uakes, and all manner of convulsions that 
had afflicted the human family. I do not 
wonder that a man stands aloof and says the 
idea that there is a ceutral motive power any­ 
where that is g overning this world by love is 
prejHMrterouH.
